WOLF SHOOTING 


Clues Found to Man who Shot Geo. 


Wolf Near Town on Friday. Shot 


could have Come from but One 


Direction. 


An investgatiion has been rn atle by 
some friends of George W olf.who w as 
mysteriously shot near town last F ri­ 
day afternoon, and some very strong 
evidence has been secured pointing to 
the party who fired the shot. 
The following morning an inspec 
tion was made of the place at which 
the unfortunate man was allowing his 
horses to drink when 
he was shot 
The position which he occupied and 
the contour of the land at that place 
made it impossible for the shot to 
have lieen fired from more than one 
direction, and from that direction the 
person who fired the shot must have 
seen Mr. Wolf. 
Everything now points to the likeli 
bood that the man who shot Mr. W olf 
knew at the time that he did it.

is possible that be may have shot at 
some other object and the bullet gone 
wide of its intended mark bul that the 
hunter, or whoever he was, did not 
know at once that he had

man in the wagon is most improbable. 
The person who

of the affair. Whether or not he will 
be arrested if sufficient evidence is 
secured to hold him. has not been de­ 
finitely stated by the parties^nvestiga- 
ting the cane.

He is now suffering terribly fiom 
nervous shock but his recovery is look­ 
ed for unless something unforeseen 
should follow.

Imprisoned 
Miners Thought to Be 
Buried Under Debris, and Bodies 
May Never Be Recovered—One of 
the Survivors Dies. 


Cherry, 111., Nov. 24. — Hope that 
some of the 189 men yet entombed | 
in the St. Paul mine might be rescued 
alive has been abandoned. 
An exploration of the second vein, I 
where It was thought probably miners 
had barricaded themselves and man­ 
aged to exist on oats and corn kept 
there for mules, showed that great 
portions of the tunnels had collapsed. 
It is thought that many men were 
burled under the debris, and that lf 
the obstruction Is not 6oon cleared 
away at least IOO bodies may never 
be recovered. 
Fire is still raging in 
these tunnels, and these portions of 
the mine, in which Imprisoned miners 
might have found a retreat are said 
to be full of the fatal black damp. 
One of Survivors Dies. 
After experiencing all the terrors of 
his long imprisonment and the joy of 
being brought to the surface alive, 
David Hollofchek, one of those rescued 
Saturday, died of general exhaustion. 
This reduces to nineteen the total 
number of those saved out of the 310 
entombed by the fire a week ago Sat­ 
urday. 
The explorers met with great ob 
stacles. In one Instance fire broke out 
in a tunnel, temporarily cutting ofI 
the escape of the twenty five men who 
had ventured 400 feet from the hoist 
ing shaft. The smell of smoke gave 
the warning above, and fresh men res­ 
cued the explorers. 
The state 
executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America sent 
the following telegram to Governor 
Deneen: 
“We request that you designate 
some one man to take charge of the 
rescue work of this mine. 
Practical 
minors stand ready to volunteer aer 
vices to get to the bodies System here 
not satisfactory to tis.” 
In response to this request the gov 
ernor placed Mine Inspector Hector 
McAllister in charge of the exploring 
work. Despite the fire and the filling 
of tunnels, the clearing of the mine 
will he pushed night and day. 
“There is absolutely no more hope." 
declared W. W. Taylor, general man­ 
ager of the mine. “We have already 
reached every part of the mine where 
the men could have existed for ten 
days. I am confident not another man 
will be taken up alive."

ed the DeArmond homestead here. 
The DeArmond home was a large 
two-story frame 
structure, set well 
back from the street. On two sides of 
the house and equal with the second 
floor, four rooms, or outdoor sleeping 
apartments, had been constructed, and 
at the time the fire broke out the oc­ 
cupants of the house occupied these 
rooms. 
Congressman 
DeArmond 
and 
his 
young grandson occupied one room on 
the south side of tho building, while 
Mrs. DeArmond and Mrs. Hattie Clark, 
a married daughter, were in separate 
rooms on the opposite side of the 
house. Nettie Boles, twenty six years 
old. a maid, had a room on the west 
end of the house. 
Mrs. Clark was awakened by a cry 
and on going to the door of her room 
saw smoke issuing from the part of 
the house where the congressman and 
“Waddle,” as the grandson was called, 
slept. 
“Get me out of here!" she heard 
Waddle cry. 
“Never mind, son; I’ll save you,* 
Congressman DeArmond answered. 
Those wert- the last words either of 
the victims uttered. A moment later , 
the smoke increased in volume and 
Mrs Clark was forced to flee down 
stairs to the telephone. Within a min 
uto’s time she had given the alarm to 
the telephone office and hurried back 
to the room of her mother. 
Carely Saves Mrs. DeArmond. 
By this time the entire second floor 
WMS elu d ed with smoke and flames 
were Loping from the windows. Grop­ 
ing her way to Mrs. De Almond's bed­ 
side. she literally dragged her from 
the mom. There was no time to think 
of aiding those in the other part of 
the house. Urging her mother down 
the stairway ' " younger woman, with

Ted in reaching and 
cpi nine the street door. 
Nettie Boles, the maid. It developed 
later, had been one of the first to es­ 
cape. She reached the street from the 
rear door after the first cry of Are. 
She was unhurt, but too frightened 
to comprehend the situation and had 
fled from the scene. 
The home of James A. DeArmond. 
son of Congressman DeArmond. and 
father of the boy who lost his life. Is 
near the burned house. 
James De­ 
Armond rushed to the scene when the 
alarm was given and tried to enter 
the burning building, but was restrain­ 
ed by neighbors. 
The financial loss is placed at $20.- 
000. and included one of the best li­ 
braries in the state. 
The cause of 
the fl-e is not known. The two bodies 
were found lying side by side, where 
death had overtaken the congressman 
in his effort to save his grandson. 
"Waddle” DeArmcnd was Congress­ 
man DeArmond’s favorite grandchild. 
The boy frequently remained at the 
home of his grandparents, always oc­ 
cupying a bed with the congressman.

David A. DeArmond was a Pennsyl­ 
vanian by birth, having first seen the 
light of day on a farm in Blair county. 
March 18, 1844. He was educated in 
the public schools and Dickinson semi­ 
nary. Williamsport, Pa. 
Removing to Missouri, he selected 
Butler as his future home, studied law, 
was admitted to the bar and engaged 
In practice. A fluent speaker, he soon 
attracted attention, and was elected a 
presidential elector for Cleveland and 
Hendricks in 1884. 
He subsequently 
was chosen state senator on the Dem 
oeratlc ticket, and was also made a 
circuit Judge and a commissioner for 
the supreme court of Missouri. 
He beer me a member of congress 
in 1892. being elected to represent the 
Sixth Missouri district, and was re 
elected each term since. He was one 
of the Democrats who became a free 
silver advocate in 1894. and did much 
to promote the 16 to I theory.

Congressman DeArmond Was an Inti­ 
mate Friend of President. 

— President 
Taft was shocked by the death of Rep­ 
resentative David DeArmond. of Mis 
sourl, who lost his life by the burning 
of his home at Butler, that state.

Hood River Fruit Growers’ association 
having to do with the handling of the 
apple crop provide, among other things, 
that the fruit must be taken from the 
trees only In the early hours of the 
day on cool days. The purpose of this 
is that the fruit shall be cool when 
picked and kept so while being boxed 
and placed In storage.
